OF MAY 5 "FOREIGN INTERVENTION." THE PAKISTAN TIMES. WIDELY 
AND ACCURATELY REGARDED AS A BAROMETER OF GOP VIEWS AND 
POLICIES, CONTINUES TO PRINT MORE ITEMS SLANTED AGAINST THE 
U.S. THAN OTHER NEWSPAPERS WE RECEIVE. MAJOR URDU DAILIES 
WE RECEIVE ALSO CARRY A FEW ANTI-AMERICAN ITEMS, BUT 
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LELVEL OF ANTI-U.S. REPORTING IN THESE PAPERS IS FAR LESS 
THAN IN PAKISTAN TIMES. END SUMMARY

ANY OTHER NEWSPAPER WE RECEIVE. MAY 5 ISSUE FRONT PAGE 
FEATURES VISIT BY LIBYAN FOREIGN MINISTER TO PAKISTAN UNDER 
TITLE "IMPERIALISTS OUT TO DAMAGE FORTRESS OF ISLAM. TAREKI 
ASKS PEOPLE TO UNITE UNDER BHUTTO.” PAPER CITES TAREKI AS
